Hams Face Two New Challenges 


The FCC has proposed to reallocate 
half of the 160-meter band (1900-2000 kHz) 
to non-government radiolocation because of 
an anticipated expansion of the AM Broad- 
cast Band that would force certain radio- 
location stations to move. Although the 
September 11 release of Docket 84-874 
came aS a suprise to the Amateur Radio 
community, ARRL's reaction was swift. 

ARRL is prepared to file tomorrow 
(September 14) a motion to hold this NPRM 
in abeyence pending the resolution of an 
ARRL petition filed September 10. 

Ironically, the day before this NPRM 
was released, the ARRL filed a Petition 
for Initiation of Inquiry Procedure on the 


amsresent use of the medium frequency bands 


4y non-government radiolocation users. 

The purpose of this inquiry is twofold: 
First, to define the spectrum requirements 
of individual users, and second, to find 
the number of radiolocation stations 
needed in a given geographical area. The 
League requests that the Commission take a 
look at the spectrum efficiency and the 
technical need for the use of the 
1900-2000 kHz band by non-government 
radiolocation users. As we go to press 
Thursday morning, we have no indication of 
the course that the FCC will follow in 
this case, which is beginning to look like 
the bureaucratic equivalent of a soap 
opera. We'll keep you updated via this 
letter and WIAW bulletins. 


G ARRL has requested that the FCC issue 
a Declaratory Ruling of Limited Federal 
Preemption of State and Local Regulation 
of Amateur Radio Station Installation and 
Operation. Such a ruling would delineate 
the limitations of local zoning and other 
smocal and state regulatory authority over 
__3derally-licensed Amateur Radio facili- 
ties. 

In documenting the need for such a 

ruling, ARRL cited a number of cases where

local authorities have attempted to use 
zoning regulations to prohibit effective 
Amateur Radio operations. Although the 
local officials tend to couch their 
actions and decisions in terms of the pro- 
tection of health and safety, there is 
little basis in the safety or health 
concerns. | 

ARRL goes on to point out that the . 
Commission did issue a Public Notice in 
1977 discussing the FCC's jurisdiction and 
pre-emptive authority over local regula- _ 
tion of radio with respect to interference 
problems. This notice did not, however, 
provide a "means by which a municipality 
might judge whether or not a particular 
ordinance is, facially or as applied, 
unduly restrictive or should be pre- 
empted." 

ARRL says that its request is straight 
forward and need not require FCC : 
participation or intervention in local 
disputes or litigation. But without such 
a declaratory ruling, the present trend 
toward municipal and judicial intervention 
will continue. This will have a detrimen- 
tal impact on the future of the Amateur 
Radio Service. 

The League's petition is similar to 
one filed by United States Communications, 
Inc. (USCI) seeking a declaratory ruling 
with respect to TVRO (television 
receive-only) earth stations installed in 
residential areas. 

The FCC seeks comments on the League’ S 
filing. An original and four copies of 
your comments must be received ‘by the 
Secretary, Federal Communications Com- 
mission, 1919 M Street, NW, Washington, 
D.C. 20554 on or before November 9. As a 
courtesty, but not a requir2ment, please 
send a copy of your comments to ARRL Ha. 
Reply comments are due on or before Decem- 
ber 14. Comments should refer to document 
number PRB-1. A copy of the League's 
ee is available from ARRL Hq. for a

of comments that will have a positive 
jmpact on this proceeding. You should 
construct non-emotional, factual accounts 
of any difficulty you have had in obtain- 
ing permission to erect an effective 
antenna. Of particular importance will be 
such things as legal and professional 
expenses incurred, as well as incidental 
expenses such as time lost from work. 
Venom will not improve our chances of 
obtaining this ruling. 

According to ARRL Counsel Christopher 
D. Imlay, N3AKD, several powerful organi- 
zations, e.g., the American Planning 
Association, the National League of 
Cities, the City of New York, and the 
National Association of Counties, have 
filed comments opposing USCI's request. 
Most criticize the USCI request by stating 
that there is no factually demonstrated 
problem with local government regulation. 
Some of these groups may file similar com- 
ments with regard to the League's peti- 
tion. The battle is far from won, and the 
stakes are very, very high. . 


@ On July 31, the FCC released an order 
dismissing a petition filed by Dennis M. 
Dutton, KI4FV, requesting that FCC revi- 
Sit the no-code-license issue. Dutton 
Claimed that the international regulations 
gave the FCC. "not only the right to make 
these amendments, but also the responsi- 
bility." The Commission, however, did not 
see it this way. Private Radio Bureau 
Chief Robert S. Foosaner noted in the 
order that Dutton had presented no new

Effective September 1, 1984, the Cumberland County Amateur Radio 
Service (C-CARS) will assume the responsibility for operation of the 
Third Call Area QSL Bureau. Since this new operation will NOT have access 
to the records of the previous bureau, it cannot answer questions about 
previous credits or special arrangements. 


This letter provides important information regarding the use of this 
Bureau. Please read it carefully and follow the instructions set forth 
below. Your cooperation will be appreciated. 


1. This Bureau is for incoming foreign DX cards only. We do not accept 
any outgoing QSL cards or cards for domestic contacts. 


2. Always keep envelopes on file. Unclaimed cards are the Bureau's 
biggest problem. See item 7 below. 


a. Send clasp- fastening, end-opening envelopes, approximately 5x75 
inches in size. (Up to 5 are permitted. 


b. DO NOT SEND letter-size or legal-size envelopes (they get lost 
in the filing boxes). Similarly, jumbo~size or padded envelopes 
are not acceptable. 


c. NOTE: The U.S. Postal Service imposes a 9¢ Surcharge for all 
envelopes 6 1/8 x me inches or larger which weigh one ounce =. 
or less. That's 9¢ in addition to the basic postage unit. 


d. Please DO NOT send used envelopes to the Bureau. The Post 
Office frequently returns them.

6. BE PATIENT! !!! Many foreign WSL Bureaus only forward cards via surface 
mail once per year. The Process of sorting the cards and routing them 
to your envelopes may take several weeks. DO NOT expect cards in less 
than 6 to 8 months; in fact, many will be for contacts a year or 
more old. Ihe transfer:‘of cards and envelopes from the former Bureau 
is expected to be accomplished in a timely manner. 


7. IF YOU DO NOT. WISH TO RECKEIV# YOUK CARDS, PLEASE L&T US KNOW IN WRITING 
AND WE WILL ROUTE THEM TO THe "CIRCULAR FILE". FOR YOUR CONVENIENCE, 
WE HAVE INCLUDED A SIMPLE FORM WHICH YOU MAY RETURN. 


3. This Bureau is staffed and operated by conscientious nams, XYis and 
others who volunteer their time for you. They remain anonymous and 
only ask for your cooperation with the above to keep the system flowing 
as smoothly as possible and in the best interest of the Amateur Radio 
service, 


9. Other expenses incurred to forward your cards are funded as one of 
the A.R.R.L. Membership Services. Most amateur radio societies in 
other countries process WSis only for members. Please support your 
League so we can continue serving you. 


10. Finally, if you desire more information or have any questions about 
service to you, feel free to write the Bureau Manager in duplicate 
leaving space to write in the answers to your questions. This will 
minimize his paper work. Please enclose an SASE and always include 
your call sign, We will make every effort to provide a timely response.
